ON the following pages we show a few of our best designs of Wire Fences; Fences 
that are thoroughly well made, substantial, reliable and durable; Fences that 
will give the best of satisfaction. 

For all our Wire Fences we use Posts that are about twice as thick and twice as 
heavy as those used by other manufacturers. We furnish them black (painted) or 
heavily galvanized by the hot process after fabrication. 

Our Anchors for Wire Fence Posts are designed to give the posts a broad and 
substantial bearing near the surface of the ground and where it is most needed. They 
are as rigid and frost-proof as the roots of a tree. 

For Fences up to four and one-half feet high, with the exception of Pasture 
Fence, posts should be spaced seven feet apart. Above this height, where heavier 
construction is used, the proper spacing is eight feet. 

For durability, and to lessen the cost of maintenance, we recommend the use of 
galvanized posts and galvanized top rail.
